The patient 
is by no means to be kept violently hot, -or 
ſhould heating medicines or diet be given, which 
aggravate the ſymptoms, and bring on a deli- 
rium.

may be diſpenſed with, except in very full 
habits,” or where other particular circumſtan- 
ces may require it. But in all theſe caſes,

The former ariſes from a compreſſion of the 
brain, from an overfulneſs of blood, or a 
rupture of a blood veſſel, effuſing its con- 
tents into the cranium, The latter is owing 
to a collection of humours, or water, in the 
ventricles of the brain: the former is peculiar 
to thoſe who abound with rich blood, of too 
denſe a conſiſtence; the latter invades . thoſe. 
of a leſs robuſt conſtitution ; whoſe blood is 
more watery, who are in a more relaxed ſtate, 


and who abound more in other humours; than 
in red blood. 5

The cure of the ſanguineous apoplexy | i 
to be attempted, by diminiſhing the quantity, 
and denſity of the blood, and fluids, by large 
bleedings, cooling purges, and evacuations 
glyſters, neutral ſalts, and plenty of diluting 
liquors with nitre : In ſhort, it ſhould be treat. 
ed at firſt as a plethora, or præternatural ful. 
neſs of the veſſels; and after copious evacu- 
ations, the volatile ſalts, and bliſters to the 
extremities, are to. be uſed to advantage. 


The patient ſhould loſe from twelve, to 
twenty ounces of blood, from the arm, feet, 
or jugular ; which operation ſhould be re- 
peated again, and again, within the ſpace of 

a few hours, if the pulſe, and ſymptoms re- 

quire it. Cupping glaſſes to the head, and

HE palſy 1s a privation of 8 
motion, or ſenſe of feeling, or of both 
together, in one or more parts of the body. 
Paralitic complaints are uſually diſtinguiſhed 
into two kinds: The hemiplegia, or general 
palſy, in which one whole fide is affected; 

and the partial palſy, in which only a _ 


ticular part, organ, or member 1s affected. 


The cant of an hemiplegia, or vali on 
one ſide, is a compreſſion of the nerves at 
their origin, in the brain, or ſpinal marrow; 
hence, it is often the conſequence of a pre- 


cceding apoplexy. 


The partial palſy is alſo owing to ſome 
compreſſion, or injury done to the nerves of 


any particular part, or to ſome diſeaſe of its 
coats: this diſorder is frequently produced by 
mineral exhalations of antimony, mercury, ar-

ſenic, lead, &c. the cure therefore muſt vary, 
and be attempted from the original eauſe. 


When a palſy ſucceeds an apoplexy, it is 
ſeldom cured, but muſt be treated with the 
remedies adviſed for that diſeaſe : thoſe of the 
warm, nervous, ſtimulating claſs, with bliſters, 
are uſually directed; and the parts affected 
may be rubbed with oil of amber, camphor, 
and volatile ſpirits ; and pultices of muſtard 
feed, and horſe-radiſh, with, or without oat- 
meal, muſt be applied on them. 


The internals may be valerian, and volatile 
ſalts, caſtor, &c. and a ſtrong infuſion of muſ- 
tard ſeed, horſe-radiſh, and winters bark in 
good mountain wine, viz. an ounce of each 
of the former, with half an ounce of the latter, 
infuſed for two or three days in a quart; a 
wine glaſs of which may be taken twice, or 

thrice a day, with forty drops of tincture of 
guaicum, or the antimonial wine. | 


Warm ſtomachic purges, as hiera picra wine 
will be neceſſary to keep the body open. But 
Bath waters are in general found the moſt ſuc- 
ceſsful -remedies.

R185: "Uiſcaſc takes its name, from the 
ſudden falling of the patient to the

ing; and in caſe of coſtiveneſs,  emollient gj 
ters, or gentle opening medicines, ſhould be 


taken.”

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In this caſe, the tender fibres of the after. 
birth attached to the womb, cannot bear the 
ſurcharge on the veſſels, without yielding; for 
which reaſon, as the foetus is yet too {mall 
to diſpenſe with the blood appropriated to its 
ſupport, the local fulneſs ſhould be prevented 
by ſmall, and repeated bleedings ; and the 
womb be ſtrengthened by the bark, as above 
directed: this method has often ae in 
delicate habits. 


If a ſanguine diſcharge appears, oo falls 
dn or over exerciſe, attended with pains 
in the loins, which extend down to the thighs, 
and terminate laterally at the bottom of the 
belly; there is great danger of miſcarriage:

When a fſanguine evacuation, once appears 
under the above circumſtances, it ſcarce ever 
off, till the foetus comes away; unleſs 
it ariſes from the yielding of ſome veſſels with- 
out fide the womb : the method above re- 
commended is chiefly to be relied on, inſtead 
of reſtringents, which can be of no uſe, when 
a ſeperation of the pedicle, or ovum is once 
effected. The expulſion is nature's own work, 
which ſhe is a longer, or ſhorter time in per- 
forming 3 and though the diſcharge is ſome- 
times very conſiderable, yet, there are few in-

Though it may be difficult to account for

A premature indulgence therefore to che latter, 
is often productive of irreparable miſchief, by 
heightening the milk fever, and occaſioning 
milky defluxions on different parts, both within, 
and without; which are prevented only, by 
drawing off the milk, through its natural chan- 
nels; by a tem perate, and abftemious regi- 
men; gentle evacuations; and by promoting 
kind breathing ſweats, which ſhould be ſup- 
U at leaſt for ſeyen, or eight days. 


It may be worth 1 that thoſe chil- 
dren, who are ſuckled by nurſes, ſhould have 


their bowels. thoroughly emptied 7 diluters, 


and 
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and mild purgatives for ſome days, before they 
receive the nurſe's milk; as it wants the pur. 
gative quality of the mother's ; generally mixes 
unkindly with the recrements in the chil; 
bowels, and is often productive of bad ſymp- 
toms, if this precaution is neglected. The 
diſorder called the red Gum, is by ſome attri. 
buted to this cauſe ; and perhaps inward fits 
may have their ſource from hence. 


Ihe nipples of women who give ſuck, arc 
often fretted, and excoriated, which proves 
very painful to them, one of the beſt appl. 
cations, is oil, and wax melted together, or 
the ſperma ceti cerate, deers ſuet, the caul 
of a ſheep, ſtarch, treacle, &c, are often ſuc- 
ceſsfully uſed for this purpoſe ; and the waſh- 
ing them with three parts of lime water, and 
one of brandy, is very conducive to dry up 
the excoriations, and harden the ſkin. 
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General Direfions in regard to Children. 
HEN a child is born, and neither 
cries, or breaths, proper means ſhould 
be made uſe of, to give the air a free paſſage

nium, and promote the diſcharge of it by

HIS ſwelling is a bilious inflammation, 
and generally prevails in thoſe conſti- 
tutions, where bile predominates. It appears 


of yellowiſh red complexion, the tumour not 
circumſcribed as the phlegmon ; but the kin 
is tenſe, and ſtiff, often inflated like a blad- 
der, particularly when it affects the face, head, 
and eyelids; the. parts ſometimes are attended 
with veſications, or ſmall puſtles, filled with 
a clear water like a burn; and if this humour

The intenſeneſs of the fever, and fulneſs 
of the pulſe, muſt regulate the bleedings, and 
evacuations ; but they muſt not be carried to 
the height, they are in phlegmons : for, if the 
pulle.. be reduced below the ſtandard of health, 
and flags, we can with difficulty raiſe it again. 


The internal treatment, depends on plen- 
tiful dilution with nitre, ſpirit of ſulphur, and 
cooling phyſic, or repeated doſes of cream of 
tartar. When the fever runs high, glyſters alſo 
are neceſſary; and ſhould the pulſe flag, bliſ- 
ters, and warm perſpiratives muſt be given; 
when a diſpoſition to gangrene appears, the 
bark, and cardiacs become neceſſary. 


The external treatment depends on warm 
fomentations, and relaxing applications, but no 
cooling repellents ſhould be uſed, leaſt the hu- 
mour ſhould be drove back to the noble parts: 
the ſuppuration of an eryſipelas is very dit- 
ferent from the phlegmon, the cellular mem- 
brane throwing of rotten ſloughs, inſtead of 
matter, which is often thin, putrid, and acrimo- 
nious, and frequently requires freſn openings.

As mortifications ariſe from various cauſes, 
their treatment muſt be different. Thus, where 
too great inflammation is the diſpoſing cauſe, 
and the pulſe is full and hard; evacuations, 
and reſolving emollients are proper, in order 
to leſſen the weight, and quantity of blood; 
with ſuch medicines as will attenuate the ob- 
ſtructed fluids, before they become putrid.— 
When it ariſes from weak ſolids, and vitiated 


fluids, warm ſtimulating applications muſt be 


uſed externally, aſſiſted by internals that will 
invigorate the habit, and prevent the putre- 
faction of the fluids ; among which the bark 
is chiefly celebrated for this purpoſe, to'which, 


warm cordial medicines may occaſionally be 
joined, to correct the putrefaction ſome uſe 
it alſo externally. l 


It may be neceſſary to obſerve Pete, chat 
the bark is not to be promiſcuouſiy given 
in all mortifications; for where there is too 
great fulneſs in the habit, or too great ſtrength, 


and contractile force of the ſolids, and with 


inflammatory tenacity, and ſizyneſs of the blood, 
it may be productive of bad conſequences: 
in ſome caſes therefore, nitre, or the neutral 
ſalts ſhould be mixt with it. 5 


When an inflammation. terminates not by 


reſolution, or matter; ; the obſtruction in the 


veſſels 
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veſſels is ſo great, that a- ſtagnation of the 


blood, and circulating fluids enſues: the ſymp” 
toms of this change, are the bright redneſs 
of the part, to a dark livid compfexion; the 


ſudden abatement of pain, to a dull ſenfibi- 


lity ; the tumour ſubſides, the tenſion goes off, 
and veſications ariſe, filled with a ſerous ichor, 
and a remarkable crepitus is diſtinguiſhed. 


In ſuch caſes, the parts muſt be ſcarified 
to the quick, in order to abate the tenſion 
of the veſſels, and to give a free diſcharge 
to the putrid ſerum. Nature is then to be 
aſſiſted by dreſſing the gangrenous parts with 
animated digeſtives, ſpirituous fomentations, and 
ftrong, beer poultices, with London treacle; to 
keep up the circulation, ſtrengthen the veſlels, 
and facilitate the ſeperation of the dead from 
the living parts; which is effected by the im- 
pulſe of the circulating | fluids, and 1s aſſiſted 
by a. ſolution of quickſilver in aqua fortis : for 
this purpoſe, the diet ſhould be generous, and 
the patient be ſupported by cordial medicines, 
till the mortification ſeperates, and the ſloughs 


are thrown off.

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CHAP. VII. 
Wounds in general. 


W OUNDS. may be divided into thoſe, 

| made by ſimple inciſion, thoſe by la- 
ceration, thoſe by contuſion, and thoſe inficted 
by venemous animals. 


In fimple inciſed wounds, after the bleed- 
ing is ſtopt, union ſhould be obtained as ſoon 
as poſſible, by bringing the lips into contact, 

by means of ſuture, or bandage. Though, 
--  {titching of wounds with the needle, is at preſent 
much decryed by many, who prefer the dry 
ſuture on all occaſions; yet, they are undoubt- 
edly often of great ſervice ; nay, abſolutely ne- 


ceſſary, in many caſes, when judiouſly applied. 


The ſuture ſhould not be made uſe of, in 


the neck, and face of women, or wherever 
we wiſh to preſerve beauty ; as the marks of 
the needle, add to the deformity of the ſcar, 
In ſuch caſes the dry ſuture, or flips. of ad- 

heſive plaiſter applied over the wound, and 
| ſupported by plaiſter compreſs, and the uniting 
bandage, 1s to be preferred. 


In large, deep muſcular wounds, the needle 
and thread may be applied to advantage, in 
1 to bring the parts nearer together; the 


inflam-

inflammation ſometimes attending them, may 
be avoided, by making the bow OT: 5 
to be looſened at pleaſure. 


Though lacerated wounds will not always unite, | 
by what 1s called the firſt intention ; yet, even 
in theſe cafes, the ſuture may be uſefully em- 
ployed, by bringin the parts nearer together; 
as in thoſe of the ele, where the dry ſuture can 
be of little uſe, from the diſcharge, and moiſture 
preventing their adheſion: though the ſuture is 
prohibited by many, in wounds of the ſcalp, yer, 
when even the ſkull has been denuded, INT 
the flap returned, and ſecured by a ſtich, or two, 
it frequently heals up, without any exolifation, 

when the lips are thus kept together. 


In punAures of the ſcalp, where the apon- 
uroſis, or pericranium have been wounded ; 
if an inflammation, or eryſipelas enſues, which 
ſubmits not ro fomentations, emollient poul- 
tices, and the antiphlogiſtic treatment; that 
membrane muſt be divided to the bone, f in or- 
der to ſet the parts at liberty. es 


In contuſed wounds, where the circulation is 
in ſome meaſure interrupted, the parts ſhould 
be brought as near in contact, as the caſe 
will admit; and a good digeſtion ſhould be 
obtained by fomentations, and ſoft dreſſings. 
Where the contuſion is not great, the ſuture 
may be admitted, to bring the lips nearer to- 
gether, that the diviſion may. be the ſooner 
cloſed, and the cure thereby e with

| Gunſpot 
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.. Gunſhot wounds ſhould be conſidered, as the 
vorſt fort of contuſed, and lacerated wounds: 
mould the external opening be ſmall, it ſhould 


be enlarged, in order to extract foreign bo- 
dies, and favour the diſcharge of the ſloughs, 


formed by the contuſion of the ball. If the 


ball can eaſily be extracted by the fingers, or 
'@a counter opening, it may be thus removed, 
but no poking. with forceps ſhould be uſed. 
The treatment ſhould be that of contuſed wounds, 
by ſoft poultices, with warm digeſtives, and 
fomentations. Where mortification is appre- 
hended, and the patient of a lax. habit, the 
bark may be given to advantage. 


When Zendons are wounded, they often prove 
troubleſome in ſome bilious habit; and ſhould 
be treated with the cooling method ; ſoft dreſ- 
ſing, and a relaxed, and eaſy poſition of the 
part: when they are divided, they ſhould be 
brought into contact, and kept ſo by proper 
bandage, and a favourable poſition of the limb, 
ſo that they cannot recede. 1 


Wouunds of the joints, require particular at- 
tention, on account of the inflammation that at- 
tends theſe tendinous, and membranous parts : 
the teguments may be cloſed, to prevent the 
admiſſion of the air, and the joint ſhould be 
kept wrapt up in ſoft poultices, after foment- 
ing twice a day; repeated bleedings, with! ni- 
trous, and cooling phyſic, are abſolutely ne- 
ceſſary, to prevent both fever, pain, ſpaſms, 

an 
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and local inflammation ; to which ſhould be 
ſubjoined a ſevere regimen, and total abſti- 
nence from animal food. As ſoon as the joint 
will bear a bandage, in order to reſtrain the 
fnovial diſcharge, compreſſes wetted in a de- 
coction of oak bark, and alum, or ſal ammoniac 
ad vinegar, may be bound on, with ſueh de- 
gere of preſſure as can be admitted without 
pain: the bark is ſucceſsfully given on theſe 
coccaſions. . 8 


WMounds, and ſtabs of the thorax, and ab- 
domen, that do not penetrate the cavities, are 
to be treated with the dry ſuture, like other 
wounds, reſtraing the motion of the belly, and 
cheſt; by flannel rowlers, or bandages. If on 
examination with the probe, or bougie, they 
are found to - penetrate ; the wound, if ſmall, 
ny be enlarged, to facilitate the diſcharge ab

mira. 
To prevent inflammation, bleed largely, and 
obſerve a ſtri& regimen ; eſpecially, if there be 
any internal bleeding. If there ſhould be a 
diſcharge from the cavities, the external wound 
may be kept open by bougies, or hollow tents; 
if the intercoſtal artery be opened, it may be 
ſecured by the curved needle; if the large in- 
teſtines be wounded, they may be cloſed by 
the glovers ſtitch, leaving the thread out of 
the wound. Should the inteſtine be mortified, 
cut off the gangrened part, and ſtitch the margin 
of the ſound inteſtine to the lips.of the wound: 
36 | When 
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When the inteſtines protrude, let them he 
immediately returned into the warm abdomen, 
and relax the muſcles, by raiſing the hips, 
and fhoulders with pillows ; but, if they have 
long been expoſed to the air, foment them 
with milk and brandy, or warm wine. If the 
ſtricture will not admit of an eaſy return, en- 
large it by dilating with a curved knife on 


- 


your finger. 


If the omenium protrudes, and is in a con- 
dition to be returned with ſafety, which may 
be known by its moiſture, warmth, and de- 
gree of redneſs, denoting vitiality, let it be 
inſtantly returned; but ſhould it be grown 
cold, hard, and ill coloured, and in a ſtate 
of mortification, let the unſound part be re- 
moved, and return the reſt into the abdomen 
without a ligature. If the wound in the ab- 
domen, be longitudinal, it may be treated with 
the dry ſuture, and kept cloſed by the uniting 
bandage; but, if it be oblique, or tranſverſe, 
ſo large as to ſuffer a large packet of the 


inteſtines to protrude, the interrupted ſuture 
mutt be uſed. 


When zhorns, ſplinters, glaſs ; or, any pointed 
_ ſubſtances are lodged in the ſkin, or fleſh, the 
wound ſhould be enlarged. for their extrac- 
tion, before inflammation is produced: but, it 
it has been neglected, emollient pultices mult 


be applied to ſupple, and relax the parts, in. 


order to facilitate the extraction.

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When a nerve, or tenden is half divided,

or groin. An emollient embrocation with cam- 
phor, with fomentations, and poultices gene- 
rally diſperſe them. 


After the removal of extraneous bodies, and 
bringing the lips of the wound as near in 


contact as poſſible, the moſt ſimple treatment 


is the beſt : the only applications, generally ne- 
ceſſary at firſt, are dry lint, and a pledgit of 


ſoft tow, or linnen cloth, ſpread with any ſoft 
digeſtive, as baſilicon, or the white cerate; 


which 
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which ſhould not be removed till it comes 
off eaſily. All the celebrated balſams, and 
healing falves for this purpoſe, are in a healthy 
conſtitution, ridiculous ; as it is nature that 
furniſhes the beſt balſam, and performs her- 
ſelf the cure, which is attributed to the me- 
dicine: the chief buſineſs of the ſurgeon there- 
fore, is to ſuppreſs only her luxuriancies; to 
apply ſoft compreſs, and bandage; and to 
place the part, or member in the moſt eaſy 
poſition. 


When wounds in bad habits of body, ap- 
pear foul, putrid, and gleeting, the blood and 
Juices muſt be rectified by diet, and medicine: 
for, the latter, nothing is more efficacious than 
the bark, with elixir of vitriol, when no par- 
ticular circumſtance prohibits the uſe. In a 
looſe flabby ſtate of a wound, or ulcer, the 
dreſſing for ſome time, may be pledgits preſ- 
{ed out of a decoction of bark, and walnut 
leaves, to which a little tincture of myrrh, 
and honey of roſes, may be added : for this 
purpoſe alſo, to half a pint of lime water, 
two ounces of tincture of bark, and one of 
tincture of myrrh may be mixed. 


There are certainly abundance of caſes, in 
which different applications wall RE 
ſeveral uſes ; but, theſe are when wounds fle- 

enerate into ulcers ; the particular treatment 
of which, will be explained in the ſubſequent 
Chapter on ulcers, N 
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The medicines in general may be Unguent. 
baſilicon: vel e gum elemi alone, or ſoften- 
ed down with elder flower ointment': the 
following ſamaritan balſam, may be uſed for 
this purpoſe. Boil half a pint of mountain 
wine, and the ſame quantity of oil of olives 
together, *till half is conſumed ; then add two 
ounces of arcæus liniment, and the ſame of 
balſam of copivi, ſtrain off, and keep in a wide 
mouth phial. 


If too much inflammation attends wounds, 
bleeding, lenient purges, and a cooling regi- 
men, with emollient fomentations, and poul- 
tices muſt be made uſe of. If pain arifes in 
conſequence of a partial diviſion of a nerve, 
or tendon, they muſt be totally divided; the 
poſition of the limb muſt be changed; the 
muſcles relaxed; and if theſe means anſwer 
not the purpoſe, opiates muſt be given to 
palliate, and aſſuage the violence of the pain, 
till the cauſe can be effectually removed.

CH AP. VIII. 
Wounds of the Blood Veſſels. 


Ounds of the blood veſſels, are to be variouſly 
treated, according to their magnitude, 
and ſituation. Arterial bleedings are beſt ſe- 
cured: by the needle, when they can be got 
at; for which purpoſe the wound ſhould ſome- 
Tunes 
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times be enlarged, when the artery is retra&- 
ed. When the radial, or carpal artery is 
punctured, the needle ſhould be paſſed per- 
pendicularly downward, and pretty deep, en- 
deavouring to make as ſmall a curve as poſ- 
fible, as the artery lies near the bone. The 
temporal artery may be ſecured by compreſ- 
ſion and bandage, as there is a bone to coun- 
teract the preſſure. 


Whenever this advantage offers, ſtyptics may 
be truſted to, as buttons of lint dipt in ſo- 
Jutions of vitriol, or a ſtrong tincture of galls, 
alum, c. for this purpoſe. alſo, colcothar, 
bole, flower with a fifth part of blue vitriol, 
E ball, ſpunge, agaric, and dry lint may 

uſed; which latter, ſupported by chewed 
paper, ſpunge, peices of card, thin ſheet lead, 
with pyramidual compreſs, and a due degree 
of preſſure, may anſwer the intention of the 
beſt ; for without due attention to this cir- 
cumſtance, none are to be depended on, in 
bleedings from any conſiderable veſſel: the 
preſſure however, ſhould affect the adjacent 
parts as little as poſſible, a counter compreſs 
therefore on the oppoſite ſide is often uſe- 
fully employed, with a double head rowler 
flit, to prevent its ſlipping. 3 


Neither eſcharotics, or aftual cautery, ſhould 
ever be uſed, when the ligature, or compreſ- 
ſion can take place; as on the ſeperation of 
the eſchar formed by them, the bleeding 1s 
renewed : the fall of it however may be Tag 
| tarde 
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tarded | by the application of ardent , ſpirits, 
puff ball, or buff leather. 


Bleedings, from the extraction of teeth, ate 
often difficult to ſtop, and ſometimes require the 
actual cautery: but, in general, they may 
be reſtrained by ſmall doſſils of lint, ſpunge, 
or agaric, with which the ſocket ſhould be 
filled up; over which graduated  compreſles. 
ſhould be applied, ſo that the oppoſite teeth, 
or Jaw may bear againſt them, when tied to- 
gether : on this compreſſion, reliance is chiefly; 
to be had; though, ſometimes, when the ar- 
tery is withdrawn into the ſocket, or à ſeale 
of bone forms an arch over it, the compreſ- 
fion will not ſucceed, without the inſertion, firſt 
of a pellet of ſoft wax, to fill up the inter- 
ſtice : the ſame method may be uſed to ſtop 
bleeding after "tapping ; by introducing into 
the puncture, bougies ſoftened, and formed to 
the ſize of the trochar, which ſhould be retained 
mth the uſual bandage. enn 
When the external carotid, or internal jugular 
are opened, by inlarging the wound, there is 
a poſſibility. of ſecuring thoſe veſſels by li 
ture; but, if this be found impracticable, after 
the application of ſpunge, and proper com- 
preſs, preſſure muſt be depended on with the 
fingers; and to make the force more equa» 
ble, ſome ſolid body, well adapted, ſhould bs 
placed next the compreſs: there mult be a 
8 of proper — 45 to relieve each 
r, as long as it neceſſar 7.

When it becomes neceſſary to put a ſtop 
to the bleeding, let the patient be put in a 
bot place, and introduce a proper {ized doſſi 
of lint dipped in vinegar, and rowled after- 
wards in bole, colcothar, or flower, with about 
a ſixth part of roman vitriol added: this doſſil 
muſt be conveyed. over the bleeding veſſel, 
ſo that it be kept in contact with it, or the 
blood will flow backwards into the mouth.

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CHAP IX 
T TLCERS are often the conſequence of 
ſome wound, bruiſe, or abſceſs impro- 
perly treated; or they may ariſe from ſome 
internal cauſe, or degeneracy in the blood, 
and juices. It will often be in yain to purſue 
the beſt means of cure, by topical applications, 
unleſs we are aſſiſted by internal remedies. 
A ſimple ulcer may, by reſt, a regular diet, 
gentle purges, and the application of proper 
dligeſtives, with, or without the red præcipi- 
tate, be often brought to the ſtate of a clean 
wound, which will then granulate, and may 
be cicatrized by the uſe of dry lint, and cerate; 
with the occaſional application of- yitriol, or 
lunar cauſtic, if any fungus ariſes, that ſub- 
mits not to compreſſion by bandage. 


When the ulcer is attended with callous 
hard lips, it is impoſſible it ſhould. heal, till 
theſe lips are pared away by the knife, or re- 
moved by rubbing with the cauſtic : emollient 

ltices, are ſometimes conducive to this end, 
by ſoftning the edges; or mercurial liniments, 
and cerates, applied over the dreſſings. 


When they are accompanied with inflamma- 
tion and pain, they are to be aſſiſted with 


fomentations; and linſeed, or pread and milk ex 
TT poultices, 
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poultices, may be applied over the dreſſings, 
'all theſe ſymptoms abate: bleeding, and other 
evacuations, will be neceffary, but above all 
things, reſt, and a horizontal poſition ; which 
laſt circumſtance is of fo great importance to 
the cure of ulcers of the legs, that unleſs the 
patient will ſtrictly conform to it, the ſkill of 
the ſurgeon will often avail nothing. 


Ulcers of many years ſtanding, are very dif- 
feult” of cure, and in old people, the cure 
is often dangerous, ſo that they ſhould only 
be reduced into better order, or leſs compaſs; - 
but ſhould they be diſpoſed to heal up, iſſues 
ſhould be ſubſtituted in their room, to prevent 
any bad conſequences from the ſuppreſſion of 
eee, 05 9190S ON *: 
In ulcers, where the bone is carious, looſe, 
S fabby fleſh, will grow above the level of the 
kin ; and *rill the rotten part of the bone be 
removed, every attempt by eſcharotics will be 
only a repetition of pain: the ſeperation of 
the bone, being a work of nature, we muſt 
wait *till it is thrown off, and be- contented 
to: ſuppreſs the fungus, with dry dreſſing com- 
preſs, and bandage ; the exfoliation. however 
may ſometimes be. aſſiſted by perforating the 
bone, and the uſe of the terebra: by which 
means the granulations of fleſh are promoted, 
and the dead ſcale puſhed of—l. 


In ſcrophulous ulcers of the glands, this 
exuberance is very common, and ſhould be 
reſtrained 
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reſtrained with precipitate medicine, and the 
zbove method; but the internal ſtate of the 
blood and fluids muſt be corrected before they 
can heal: for this purpoſe, calomel may be 
given in ſmall. quantities, with a liberal uſe 
of the bark, or ſea water. 
In all' foul ulcers, where the diſcharge is 
© feetid, and ichorous, the habit pale, and re- 
laxed, the uſe of the bark is of infinite ſer- 
vice; and hardly ever fails to procure a good 
digeſtion: it may often be uſed to advantage 
externally, to correct their putrid ſtate, by 
wetting the pledgits in a decoction, or tincture of 
the ſame, with lime water and tincture of myrrh, 
In groſs habits, purging with calomel is 
neceſſary; but to correct the blood, and jui- 
ces, perhaps it is better to give calomel in 
ſmall quantities, till it affects the mouth, and 
then purge it off; if the patient cannot ſub- 
mit to a gentle ſpitting, which is often the 
moſt certain method, in ſome obſtinate ſores. 
A ſtrong decoction of ſarſaparilla, drank to 
the quantity of a quart, or three pints a day, 
is in general, an excellent diet drink; and when 
the ſolution, or half a grain of ſublimate is 
added to that quantity, and taken daily with 
it, tis often attended with ſingular ſucceſs. 
Plummer pill, given with the above decoc- 
tion only, or with the compound lime water 
of the ſhop, is alſo an excellent alterative, and 
_ *gorretor of the blood, and Juices. _—

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mineral, and * antimony, are ſucceſsfully 
uſed for this, purpoſe, and Sen with the ſame, 


The ſublimate drops may be given alſo as 
an alterative, in proportionate quantities; and 
if the ulcer | proves obſt inate, and. rebellious, 
it may be dreſſed with pledgits, preſſed out of 
the fame diluted; or with five grains of ſub- 
limate, diffolved in ten ounces. of water, and 
one of brandy, and honey of roſes. 5 


Ulcers of the tongue, ariſe often from a 


ſharp point of a tooth, irritating it at every 


motion: the cute depends on filing down the 


tooth, or totally removing it: after which, gar- 
gles with barley water, and honey will Real 
up the ulcers. Soft amuelages are alſo 8 
for this purpoſeꝙ.

Cancerous ulcers that cannot be gibts | 


ſhould be treated with ſuch dreſſings as prove 


the eaſieſt to the ſore: the uſe of eſcharo- 
tics are not to be uſed on any pretence, not 
even precipitate, to promote the ſeparation 
of the floug hs. Soft cerates of oil and wax, 
5 ceti, lapis calaminaris; lotions with 

ccharum ſaturni, and other preparations of 
lead; decoctions of hemlock, &:. in ſhort, after 
uſing one, or other of theſe, the future ap- 
plication is to be left to the choice of the 


patient. But the chief good is to be acqui-

X AA be properly divided into four claf- 
1 fes; the firſt, and ſlighteſt is, when the 
veſſels are ſo far injured, as to cauſe an in- 
flammation and redneſs, without a bliſtering 
of the part. The ſecond is when the cuticle 
is. raiſed. into a bliſter, attended with great 
pain: the third degree is, when the integu- 
ments, or fleſh are ſo burnt, as to form a 
cruſt, or efchar, which muſt be caſt off by 
digeſtion : The fourth, and laſt degree, is when 
the fleſhy parts are ſo burnt, and deſtroyed, 
as to deprive them of the vital circulation.

ments. A dram of white vitriol, or ſugar of 
lead, may be diſſolved in three, or four ounces of 
water for thewaſh ; and two drams of white pre- 
cipitate, mixed up with an ounce, or more of po- 
matum for the liniment: when the puſtles dry 
away, proper purges ſhould be given: they are 
frequently removed alſo, by anointing with ink. 


Eruptions on the ſkin ſhould be repelled 
with great caution, and never without purging 
phyſic : there are various waſhes, contrived for 
theſe purpoſes, in which corroſive ſublimate 
has a principal-ſhare. Thus to a pint of almond 
emulſion may be added, two ounces of the 
ſublimate ſolution, or three, or four grains of 
the ſublimate itſelf, the quantity of which may 
be increaſed, or diminiſhed at pleaſure. 

Aluminous waſhes, as the lac virginale, and 
vinegar of litharge, are often uſed for theſe 
purpoſes, with the following liniment, to _

To deterge, and cleanſe the ſkin, lixiviate 
liniments, or ſoaps, may be prepared with tar- 
tar, or ſoap lees diluted with oil; or for a 
common waſh, two, or three ounces of com- 
mon ſalt, may be diſſolved in a quart of water, 
and uſed daily: but without a proper courſe 
of internals, as fea water, bark, &c. to correct 
the blood and. Juices, externals only will olten 
be both ulclels, and IIS. 


OH AP. XII. 
N of the Limbs in general. 


Ractures may be divided into three ſpe- 

cies, ſimple, compound, and complicated : fm 
2 where the bone is broke in one place; 
compound, where it is broke in two, or more; 
and complicated, where the fracture is attended 
with a wound, in the ſoft parts, which is ge- 
2 what we mean by the term compound. 


In order to reduce a fractured. bone, we 


would conſider, that the difficulty ariſes ow 
| c 
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the muſcles that ſurround it, the bone itſelf 
making no reſiſtance at all: to favour therefore 
the reduction, the muſcles ſhould: be relaxed as 
much as poſſible, for when they are on their full 
ſtretch, it is with more difficulty compleated. 
Thus, in an oblique fracture of the thigh. 
bone, which is enveloped with ſtrong muſcles, 
the reduction is much eaſier made, when the 
knee is bent; and the bone is beſt preſerved. 
in its true ſituation, by a proper poſture” of 
the limb, between flexion, and extenſion : 
in the celebrated hoſpital of St. Bartholomew, 
after the reduction of the bone, the patient 
is often laid on his fide, with his knee half 
bent, to favour this muſcular relaxation; and 
the whole limb, comprehending the joint above, 
and below, is ſecured from motion, by ſplints off 
ſuch a length, as to take in the whole thigh. 
The riſing of one end of the bone, above 
the level, is owing to the weight of the lower 
limb, pulling down the inferior part of the 
fracture: to that it is not the upper end that 
riſes, but the lower part that falls, in con- 
ſequence of this weight: thus, the weight of 
the icapula, and humerus pulls down one end 
of the clavicle, ſo that the part next the ſter- 
num, is always uppermoſt : to preſerve the 
fractured bones therefore in contact, inſtead 
of compreſſes to keep the riſing part down, 
rale the humerus, by keeping the elbow up, 
and you will obtain this end more effectually; 
the ſame method 8 2 uſed in fractures 
| bw OH of 


of the neck of the ſcapula, and its proceſs: 

and in fractures of the thigh, leg, and arm, 
When the upper part of the bone riſes, as 

it is faid, the lower part ſhould be elevated, 
for the reaſons above given. 17 


The eighteen tail bandage, is undoubtedly 
to be preferred to the circular, in ſimple, as 
well as compound fractures of the leg, and 
thigh; as it can ſo readily be removed, with- 
out diſturbing the limb, by raiſing it from 
the pillow ; either to inſpect the fracture, apply 
poultices, or to ſlacken, or tighten it at plea- 
lure: neither of which advantages can be had 
from the circular rowler, without diſturbing 
the fracture, by raiſing the limb. 


To anſwer the end of ſtability, and pro- 

| tection, the ſplints ſhould be long enough to 
go from joint to joint, and comprehend the 
whole limb: when they extend only a little 
way above, and below the fracture, they act 
only as compreſſes ; and in oblique fractures 
preſs. on the edge of the bone, and thus pro- 
duce irritation, inflammation, and other trouble- 
ſome ſymptoms. | | 
In fractures of the clavicle, our principal 
view, in order to keep the ends of the bone 
in contact, ſhould be to ſupport the whole 
arm, and to take care to keep the elbow ſuf. 
fliciently raiſed, without which compreſſes will 
be of little ſervice : the ſhoulders alſo ſhould 
be kept back, with proper bandage, to pre- 
vent the riding of the bones, 1 
” As. s Rn 
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In fractures of the rils, the principal atten- 
tion ſhould be to obviate inflammation, cough, 
fever, and irritation from the bones, by repeated 
bleedings, and the antiphlogiſtic plan; this, with 
a flannel bandage, and compreſs, to reſtrain the 
action of the thorax in inſpiration, to keep the 
bones together, and prevent their points rick- 
ing the muſcles and pleura, is the principal buſi- 
nels of the ſurgeon. When the lungs and pleura 
are wounded, and an emphyſematous tumour 

is produced, which ſometimes blows up the 
whole cellular membrane to an enormous ſize; 
proper inciſions ſhould be made, to give vent 
to the impriſoned air; and thick compreſſes, 
wetted in vinegar, and ſpirits, ſhould be rowled 
tight on the fractured rib, to prevent the fur- 
ther eſcape of the internal air. Some how- 
ever think, the beſt method of removing the 
air from the thorax, is by the operation of the 
empyema, when there is danger of ſuffocation 
therefrom. RISER 


In fractures of the humerus near the Joint 
above, as no ſplints can be applied; when a 
proper compreſs is wound round the fracture, 
with a ſufficient number of circular turns; the 
reſt of the rowler may be employed, in bind- 

ing the arm cloſe to the body; and the arm, 
and elbow, muſt be ſupported in a proper ſcarf : 
the compreſs may be dipped in the white of 
an egg broken, with a little flower, and vine- 
gar, to — it adhere, and ſupport the bones. 
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When che coraccid proceſs of the ſcapula is 
tract cured, the arm will fall, and give the ap- 
2 range of a diſlocation : : but, on moving the 
one with caution, you will perceive this frac- 
ture by the crepitation of it under the fingers:

iy fractures of the olecranon, the arm muſt 
3s extended to bring the bones in contact; 
and to keep them — the elbow muſt 
not be flexed, but be kept extended by pro- 
per ſplints rowled on for that purpoſe: this 
poſition muſt be. preſerved till the bores are 
qty th united. 

A fracture of the condyl of the adherend, 
or head of the radius, is often attended with 

eat difficulty to replace, eſpecially when it 
A den before 4 inſide of the ulna, ſo 
as to lie in the bend of the arm, and ob- 
| m the flexion of the joint: the conſequence 
is often an anchyloſis, or a very obſtructed 
motion of the joint: to prevent the bones 
being thrown forward, when the ſwelling, and 
inflammation is ſublided, and the bones re- 
duced to their proper ſituation; they 1 


- 
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he kept ſo by flexing the elbow, and apply- 

ing a thick compreſs to fill up the inſide of 
the arm, ſecured by a cireular bandage, and 
the eaſieſt poſition of the joint. — Great care 
ſhould be taken in reducing fractures of the 
radius, this bone frequently "bending cinwards, 
poſſibly; from the contraction of the rotundus, 
and quadratus muſcles. In the reduction there- 
fore let the thumb be kept upwards, that the 
hand be in a perpendicular line with the body; 


and let the ſplints be long ene to ſupport 
the bones throughout. 


In fractures of the thigh, as already re- 
marked, the beſt poſition is often laying it 
on one ſide, with the knee flexed, and ſup- 
ported with pillows: by this method, the muf- 
cles. are kept relaxed, and at cles and a y 
Moy; is prevented. 


In tranſverſe fractures of the Pattlla, 5 
ſiperation of the bones is ſometimes very con- 
ſiderable, from the retraction of the muſcles: 
the beſt method of treating this fracture, is to 
lay the leg ſtrait, and to elevate the heel and 
foot, ſo as to relax the extenſor muſcles: by theſe 
means, the upper part of the patella, may be 
brought down within a fingers breadth of the 
lower, and there 5 by a circular rowler 
applied above, ahd below the knee, to pre- 
vent the upper part receding: it is not ne- 
ceſſary to bring them into cloſe contact, as 
in other fractures. The longitudinal fracture of 
this bone, need be treated only as a contu- 
tion, and inflammation. 
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. Fractures. of the Fibula, require only con- 
finement to bed, a ſimple | bandage, and a re- 
laxed poſition of the limb, till the bone unites, 
As it is ſupported by the tibia, it can't get into 
2 wrong pofition, therefore requires no ſplints. 
In fractures of the Tibia, when the leg is much 
bruiſed, or ſwoln, it may be neceſſary, after bleed- 
ing to foment, and to wrap it up in a poultice, 
till the ſwelling is abated, and the tenſion re- 
moved: to effect which, when the bones are put 
together, it is often beſt to leave it in a relaxed 
poſition, bent at the knee, and laying on the 
ſide: in many caſes, particularly in ſome ob- 
lique fractures, it is much better to. lay it ſtrait 
on the heel; the proper poſition of the foot, 
and ancle, the heel, and tendo achilles, being 
carefully attended to; as on the [due eleva- 
tion, and ſupport of theſe parts, the riding of 
the bone is prevented, and eaſe procured. 
It is worth remark, that when the fibula is 
fractured one, or two inches above the ancle, the 
Tibia is generally forced off the Aſtragalus, and 
ſometimes paſſes through the burſal ligament, 
and integuments: when a ſplinter of bone pro- 
trudes through the ſkin, and is reduced with 
difficulty, it is better to inlarge the wound, 
than uſe great force; and when it runs into 
a ſharp point, a 8 of it may be ſawed 
off: fragments o N 
moved, when they can be extracted without 
violence, otherwiſe they ſhould be left, till 


they are looſened by ſuppuration, 


bones ſhould always be re- 
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In compound fractures, where the ligaments 
are lacerated, the joint laid open, and much 
torn; where the bones are ſo comminuted, 
and the limb ſo cruſhed, that the circulation 
cannot be carried on through it; and where 
the blood veſſels are ſo torn, that they cannot 
be ſecured, amputation becomes neceſſary, and 
ſhould inſtantly be performed; or as ſoon as 
poſſible after the accident; before fever, in- 
lammation, tumefaction, or gangrene take 
place. | Fi I tt oe 
If this critical period has been neglected, 
and the above ſymptoms are advanced, the 
amputation muſt now be poſtponed, till the 
inflammation 1s abated, the digeſtion eſtabliſhed, 
or the gangrene ſeperated ; for while the limb 
continues loaded, and in an inflamed, or gan- 
grenous ſtate, the amputation will be fruitleſs; 
he patient therefore muſt be ſupported: with 
nutritious diet, and the bark be liberally given, 
till the digeſtion, and ſeperation is obtained. 


As adheſive plaiſters, in ſome conſtitutions, 
produce troubleſome itchings, and even ery- 
ſipelas, their place is beſt ſupplied by cerates⸗ 
or liquid epithems, as oxycrate, or vinegar and 
brandy, Sc. and in full habits, where the ſwel> 
ling, inflammation, and tenſion are great, re- 
peated bleedings, with cooling purges, and an 
abſtemious diet, and regimen, are abſolutely 
neceſſary, and ſhould be rigorouſly complied 
with, till thoſe fymptoms diſappea. 
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 Diſtoecations. 


\ Ifocations will be conſidered here only 


in a general light: one principal rule 
may be laid down, before any attempt to re- 
duction is made, that the limb be put in a 
flexed ſtate, as ſome of the muſcular, and ten- 
dinous parts, muſt be tightened in conſequence 
of the diſplacement of the bone. The great dif- 
ficulty in reducing ſome diſlocations, is thought, 
by ſome, to be owing to the bur/al ligament; 
which they ſay, binds round the neck of the 
bone, and reſiſts the return, after the head 
has made a ſlit, and been forced through dis 
ligament: it may without doubt, be ruptured 
in ſome caſes, but perhaps it is not gene rally 
fo; and if it was, the head of the humerus 
being round, the ligament would be torn in 
various directions, ſo as to make room for the 
return of the bone: the great difficulty, and 
ſometimes impoſſibility of reduction, ariſes from 
the univerſal adhefion of all the parts, in con- 
ſequence of the inflammation, which a violent 
diſplacement of the parts produces : here, the 
head of the bone does not move alone, but 
the muſcles, and ſcapula all together. 


Dr. Hunter is of opinion, that when a diſ- 
location is produced by violence in a * 
| ate 


tate of the joint, the capſular ligament is always 


lacerated, not ſimply. ſtretched z and that the 
difficulty of reduction, in ſome caſes, does not 
depend on the imaginary contraction of muſcles, . 
nor the impoſſibility in others, on the ſup- 
poſed inſpiſſation of /ynovia ; but, that in a 
ſimple diſlocation, the facility, or difficulty of 
reduftion may probably ariſe from the nature 
of the laceration ; and that the impoſſibility 
of reducing an old diflocation is owing to the 
union of the lacerated, with the neighbour- 
ing parts. ee wo e 
On this account, it has been adviſed by ſome, 
in reducing diilocations of the ſhoulder, to ſuſ- 
pend the whole body by the arm, that the 
bone might be returned into the ſocket through 
the burſal ligament, in the direction it paſſed 
out; and that in all diſlocations, proper regard 
ſhould be paid to the nature of the articula- 
tion, and to the poſition of the limb at the 
time when the accident happened. 2; 


Some have imagined, that the impediment 
to reduction, aroſe from the overgreat con- 
traction of the muſcles, reſiſting the extenſion, 
and preventing the head of the humerus, being 
brought to a right line with the articulating 
cavity of the ſcapula. Others have thought 
that the burſal ligament is ſeldom ruptured; 
that this ligament is capable of great elon- 
gation, from a ſuppoſition that it was elaſtic; 
and that the frequency of reduced ſhoulders, 
falling out again upon motion, proceeded from 

| a relaxation 
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a relaxation of the ligament, or from its nor 
having recovered its proper tone. 


In order to operate with. propriety, in the 


reduction of diſlocated bones, the ſurgeon ſhould | 


be well acquainted with the powers, and action 
of the muſcles; which can be learnt only by 
a careful diſſection, and conſideration of them: 
this would convince. him that extenſions, in- 
diſcriminately uſed, may ſometimes be pro- 
ductive of great miſchief; and that the uſe 
of pullies, and ambi's, may in many caſes alſo 
be detrimental. u 


Particular manucevres therefore muſt be put 
in practice, according to the nature of the 
diſlocation, and the preſent ſuggeſtion of the 
ſurgeon ; and he ſhould endeavour. to relax 
particular muſcles, that they may; not reſiſt 
his efforts to reduction; for according to the 
extenſion, different muſcles will be put on the 
ſtretch, and act accordingly. -- 


Thus, if the arm be not flexed before the 
reduction of the ſhoulder, the biceps, and 
brachizus will be kept on full ſtretch, and 
prove a ſtrong . obſtacle to it: the tendons of 
the ſubſcapularis, and teres minon muſcles, will 
alſo prevent the reduction, as they paſs ob- 
liquely over it,” when the extenſion. is made 
in a horizontal line, or carried downwards; 
ſo. that in many caſes, it may be better to 
raiſe the arm upwards, depreſs the — 
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4 preſs the head of the bone in the axilla 
forward, before the arm is depreſſed. 


Proper attention ſhould be paid to the Jef 
pula, that it advances not forward, with the 
extenſion of the humerus ; to prevent which 
an aſſiſtant may preis the neck of the ſcapula 
backward, at the ſame time: the grand buſi- 
neſs of the ſurgeon, is to watch the head of 
the humerus, advancing out of the axilla, and 
when it has paſſed in a right line from under 
the cup of the ſcapula, it may in general be 
eaſily raiſed, and lodged in the ſocket. If the 
elevation be made before the extenſion is com- 
pleated, the head of the bone will be preſſed 
up, againſt the under part of the neck of the 
ſcapula; and if the depreſſion of the arm be 
then ſuddenly, and forceably made, either the 
head of the humerus, or cup of the ſcapula 
may be broke off: thus, we ſee the arm may 
be put in ſuch a direction, as to make the 
reduction impoſſible, by the moſt violent ex- 
tenſion; when ſome gentle turn of the muſcles 
may produce the deſired event, Ke an acci- 
dental relaxation. | 


In general, when the head of the ako 
has been diſplaced five, or fix weeks, the at- 
tempts for reduction are fruitleſs; though in 
young ſubjects, it has ſucceeded, after a longer 
ſpace of time; eſpecially when the muſcles, 
and joint, have been previouſly well ſuppled 
with oils, and emollient poultices; and the 
veſſels emptied by bleeding, and evacuations. 

The 


The common opinion by its being impoſ- 
| fible, from the fnovia hardning, and filling 
| the ſocket, is without foundation, as that 
fluid is found to retain its lubricity, and neither 
to inſpiſſate, or concrete: the more general cauſe 


may perhaps be from a fracture in the head 


of the bone, forming an anchyloſis; from the 
lacerated parts having grown firmly together; 
or from the intervention of ſome muſcufar ſub- 
ſtance. After the reduction, the applying ban- 
dages about the joint ſeems unneceſſary ; as a 
gentle motion may be roper to reſtore the 
parts to their natural ſituation, and a total 
action be prejudicial : keeping the elbow ſuſ- 
"pended in a ſling cloſe to the fide of the wen 
will be all that is neceſſaryß. 


- Euxations compounded with fractures in ge- 
neral require immediate amputation, before the 
limb becomes inflamed in conſequence of the 
laceration of the tendons, and membranous 

: there are however caſes on record, where 
the ends of the Tibia, and Fibula have been 
ſawed off; alſo the Radius, and Ulna at the 
wriſt, and other diſlocated bones, which could 
not be kept in their place: theſe means however 
ſhould never be attempted, but in young healthy 
ſubjects, leaſt the attempt to ſave a limb, may 
be at the expence of the patients life; or that 
after infinite pain, and ſuffering, it prove not, 
at laſt, ſo uſeful as one of weed. 


In luxations of the patella, the leg muſt be 
extended to the utmoſt, in order to relax the 


aments. 
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all ſprains, the tendans, and ligament 
connecting the joints, are overſtretched, an 
loſe their elaſtic powers; ſometimes their fibres 
are ruptured, and conſequently their functions 
are ſo enervated, that they are e of 
their power of action. oy 


The beſt remedy at firſt, is to 8 5 chi pane 
well with hot Vipegar, or good old verjuice, and 
al ammoniac, to apply a thick . dipt 
in the ſame on the part, ſecured by a proper 
rowler : and this application ſhould be renewed 
8s, it grows dry, 755 the firſt two days. 


If the part be much ſwelled, and fo painful, 
that it cannot bear bandage; after ben with 
the above, let it be enveloped in a poultice of 
oatmeal," oil, and vinegar, which ſhould be re- 
newed twice a day; and, if the patient be of 
full habit, blood ſhould be drawn off. The 
diſcutient fomentation with vinegar, is of uſe 
to abate the pain, and the beer poultice is 5 | 
ferred ſometimes to the above. 


When the inflammation, and ſwelling 1 is PTE 
ſided, the parts may be bathed with ſpirituous 
and ſaponaceous medicines, as camphorated 
ſpirit of wine, opodeldoc, or arquebulade ; - and 
2 rener ſhould conſtantly be applied, till the 
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ſtrength of the joint, or limb be confirmed 
à gentle motion of the part, without ſupport- 
ing any weight, may be given, to prevent the 
ſheaths of the tendons becoming rigid, and 
ſtiff, by total inaction. = 
If the injured parts recover their tone but 
ſlowly, they may be plunged daily in cold water, 
or pumped on, rubbing them afterwards with 
a fleſh bruſh, or coarſe: cloth. Strengthning 
plaifters are of little or no ſervice, it is time, 


and bandage, that have the principal ſhare in 


conſiderable injuries of this ſort, particularly 
well fitted Joint pieces, and laced ſtockings. 

© Ganglions are often the conſequence of ſtrains, 
or bruiſes of the tendons; they ariſe from the 
Juices flowing out of the extremities of the 
ruptured tendinous fibres, which become in- 
ſpiſſated and hard: they are ſometimes removed 
by repeated frictions, and preſſure, and the 
application of mercurial ointments, and em- 
plaſters of the ſame, or ſoap : the fluid ſome- 
times is gelatinous, burſts of itſelf, - and is ab- 


ſorbed; frequently it diſappears without any | 


application, and often returns again: when very 
troubleſome from their ſituation, they may ſome- 
times be opened, or removed by inciſion , but 
this practice ſhould be uſed with great cau- 
tion; as wounds of theſe parts in bad habits 
of body, are attended often with - very alarm- 
ing ſymptoms. 

In contuſions, or bruiſes, from the violence 
of the blow, the parts have loſt their tone; 


or 
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or the blood veſſels being ruptured, the blood 
is effuſed in the cellular membrane. 


The intention of cure conſiſts in Sea 
* effuſion, $' flolving | the ecchymoſis into 
lymph, that may be abſorbed, and diſperſed 


through the pores of the ſkin. 


This is effected by bleedings, and cooling 
purges; by ſuch attenuating medicines as ni- 
trous, neutral, and volatile ſalts; or both com- 
bined, as in mindererus ee with Pe of 
diluting liquors. 


The external treatment at firſt ſhould be thick 
compreſſes, wrung frequently out of vinegar, 
and ſpirit of wine, with proper , bandage, to 
reſtrain the effuſion. The vinegar, and red wine 
lees poultice, may alſo be proper for this pur- 
poſe; afterwards, diſcutient fomentations with 
vinegar, and ſal ammoniac, the ſtrong beer poul- 


tice, 'or that Ne. xl. may alſo be made ule of. 


Spirituous applications are not ſo proper at 
firſt, as they tend rather to coagulate, than 
reſolve the blood; for this reaſon, a ſolution. 
of ſalts in acids is preferred, as mindererus 
ſpirit, ſal ammoniac and vinegar, to which may 
ſometimes be added a fifth part of campho- 
rated ſpirits, or arquebuſade water: if notwith- 
ſtanding theſe means, the blood coagulates, and 
cannot be difperſed, it muſt be CD 46 by 
inciſion on the part. | : 


Contuſions of the head on 3 the 
utmoſt attention, as the effects are not per- 
ceived 
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ceived ſometimes, till ſeveral days after, -when 
the ſymptoms of an injured brain, from the 
ſhock ſhall be manifeſted. To prevent the 
confequence of violent blows of the head, which 
the pericranium, and aponeuroſis, as well as 
the internal parts of the {ſkull may ſuffer from; 
large, and repeated bleedings, are eſſentially 
neceſſary, with gentle purges, ſo as to keep 
the bowels conſtantly open : fomentations and 
poultices are proper, eſpecially if the apon- 
eurofis is much bruiſed ; otherwiſe compreſſes 
_ dipt in brandy, and water, or the above ſo- 
lutions, will be ſufficient ; or at firſt, embro- 
cations. with oil, and vinegar. | 


© Bruiſes on the eye muſt be treated with 
bleeding, and bathing with mindererus ſpirit, 
and if much ſwelled, the above poultices may 
be applied, to diſcuſs, and diſcharge the extra- 
vaſated blood: after fomenting with the diſcu- 
tient fomentation, and vinegar ; the above ſpirit 
diluted, may be conſtantly applied by compreſſes 
wetted therein, to which a little camphorated 
ſpirits may occaſionally be added. If inflama- 


tion enſues, treat it as an inflammatory caſe.

The ſemicupium, or warm bath, is to be 
preferred to fomentations, and poultices, which 
affect only the ſkin, and integuments; and per- 
haps do harm, by rarifying the air, in the 
inteſtine: the reduction ſhould be attempted, 
while the patient is in the bath, and imme 
diately after a copious bleeding. As no ver- 
bal deſcription can convey an adequate, and 
perfect idea of reducing ruptures; we ſhall 
only obſerve, that ſometimes it is of uſe to 


reverſe the patient, and make him ſtand as 
it were on his head;

When the parts 
are fairly reduced, they ſhould be kept from 
falling down again by a bandage, whoſe pad 
will make a conſtant preſſure againſt the open- 
ing in the abdominal tendon. 


Stimulating purges, which are often given, 
with a view of opening the ſtricture on the 
gut, are frequently found to be pernicious, 
when they fail to anſwer that intention; as 
they aggravate the diſorder, by the accumu- 
lation of fluids, which they derive on the ob- 
ſtructed part: but the fame medicines ſo un- 
ſucceſsfully applied by the mouth, may be 


advantageous, when introduced per anum; for 
by the ſtimulus they occaſion, and by mcrea- 

ſing the periſtaltic motion of the guts; they 
may contribute to the withdrawing of the con-

rom the inflammation of

and theſe ſymptoms ſometimes continue till 
the matter is formed and diſcharged. 


The two former are moſt commonly re- 
lieved by the loſs of blood, and the uſe of 
emulſions with nitre and gum arabic: but the 
laſt, though, while it continues, it is both fatigu- 
ing and alarming, ſhould be treated only by 
gentle methods, as bleeding according to the 
patient ſtrength ; emptying the bowels by mild 
purges, and glyſters ; putting the patient into 
à warm bath, and applying bladders with hot 
water to the pubes and perinæum; but above 


all other remedies, the injection of glyſters of 


warm water, oil, and opium: and when a pain- 
ful teneſmus attends, the above glyſter may 


be thrown, up, with ſtarch diſſolved in the 
water. = 


The indiſcreet uſe of the catheter, has often 
been found to produce bad ſymptoms, by the 


irritation it occaſions on the inflamed parts; 


and for many other reaſons laid down by the ju- 
dicious Mr. Pott on his remarks on this ſubject: 
to which- we refer the reader, for a thorough 
knowledge of theſe diſorders. 


The adjacent parts are differently affected 
according to the extent of the inflammation, 
and depth of the abſceſs; which ſometimes 
rvades the rectum, perinæum, and bladder.

Ia mak ing the opening let all the menen 
the matter be freely divided, that the contents 
be diſcharged at once; future lodgment of 
matter be prevented; and convenient room be 
made for the application of proper dreſſings. 


The cavity of the abſceſs is then to be 


regarded as the effect only of the gradual di- 


ſtraction, and ſeperations of its ſides, with ve 
little loſs of ſubſtance, compared with the fize 


of the cavity; and the induration round about, 
as nothing more than a. circumſtaꝑce, which 


neceſſarily accompanies every inflammation in 


membranous parts. The dreſſing ſhould be light, 


ſoft, and eaſy ; the cavity not ſtuffed, or cram- 


med, to prevent the coalition of the fides ; 
or ſhould irritating dreſſings be applied, under 


the  pretence of diſſolving the hardneſs, which 


will naturally ſubſide by digeſtion, and dhe 
aſſiſtance of emollient poultices. 25 


If in the courſe of dreſſing, it ſhould be : 


diſcoyered that the gut is denuded, pierced, 
or eroded by matter, it ſhould be divided,

In abſceſſes of the breaſt, the ſuppuration 
ſhould be compleat, ſo as to be ready to burſt, 
before they are opened: by this delay, the 
inflamed glands are melted down, and the in- 
duration is diſſolved; ſo that by the help of 
emollient cataplaſms, and a proper diſcharge, 
the veſſels are unloaded, the ſwelling. gradu- 
ally ſubſides, and the cavity fills up. If the 
abſceſs is ſeated in the centre of the. breaſt, 
and the matter flows not through a depend- 
ing orifice; a counter opening muſt be made 
for that purpoſe, and kept open by a ſeton 
drawn through it; but a free opening at firſt, 
generally prevents this inconvenience : in all 
ſinus's that communcate with abſceſſes, we 
ſhould firſt endeavour to cloſe them, by the 
application of proper compreſſion, and ban- 
dage, if the part will admit of it; if this ſuc- 
ceeds not, and matter lodges therein, the ſinus 
ſhoulc be laid open, where it can be done with 
ſafety. 5 5 
The yellow baſilicon alone, or melted down 
with a fifth part of the oil, or balſam of tur- 
pentine, is perhaps equal to moſt other di- 
geſtives; or to this ointment, in ſome parti- 
cular conſtitutions, where warmth, and ſtim u- 
lus are required, may be added the natural 
balfams, as ſtyrax, balſamum traumaticum, 
copivi, peru, Sc. till digeſtion is eſtabliſhed;

In the application of dreſſings to the inſide 
of all abſceſſes, and other cavities, and in all 
caſes where ſuppuration is neceſſary, they can- 
not be too light, ſoft, and eaſy ; and in them- 
ſelves, they ſhould be lenient, and relaxing, 
and applied in ſuch a manner as to be no 
burthen, nor reſiſt thoſe efforts which nature 
always makes towards reſtoring "dilated parts 
to their natural ſtate, and ſize. When a con- 
trary method is purſued by irritating, and pain- 
ful applications, and theſe too, by being ſtuffed 
into the part, they occaſion an uneaſy diſten- 
ſion; the operations of nature are impeded 
thereby; and by retarding ſuppuration, and bl. 
preventing the reſtoration of the diſtended parts '" 


to-their natural capacities, every rational ir inten- 
tion is defeated. 


In cold, languid conſtitutions; in old peo- 
ple; and in inclement ſeaſons; flannels wru 
out of a decoction of the warm herbs, at the 
time of dreſſing, are ſometimes eſſentially neceſ- 
ſary, to promote a free circulation, and eſtabliſh 
a good digeſtion; to which may ſometimes be 
applied with good ſucceſs, an emollient, or the 
ſtrong beer poultice, over the dreſſings; to am-

As in the Chapter on dropſy, we did not 
particulary mention the anaſarcous tumour of

Whenever any fbfiatice is thins 2 


in the gullet, it muſt either be extracted, or 


puſhed down into the ſtomach. The ſafeſt, 
and moſt certain way undoubtedly, when prac- 
ticable, is to extract it with the fingers, or 
forceps, eſpecially if they are indigeſtible bodies, 
as corks, linnen rags, large fruit ſtones, bones, 
wood, glaſs, metals; and the more fo, if their 


ſhape be rough, ſharp pointed, or angular, 
which add to "their danger. ; 


If «the ſubſtance is deſcended {6 100 into 
the gullet, that the fingers and forceps cannot 


be duly applied, a crotchet or kind of hook 
mult be employed. Theſe may be made at once 


with a pretty ſtrong iron wire, crooked at the 
end, which 1s to be paſſed below the ſubltance, 
and when it has hooked the body, is to be 


drawn up with it. 


A long flexible ſteel ono. terminating x by 
a little round button, is very uſeful to extr 
bodies lodged low in the gullet, and to prevent 
the danger of one pointed, which might fix 
in the æſophagus: this blunt hook may be 
of uſe, when pins are lodged acroſs the gullet. 


When the obſtructing bodies are ſmall, and 
elude the above crotchet or hook, a kind of 


rings may be uſed, and made either ſolid or 
flexible. 


$60 Obſtrudtions in the Æ ſaphagus 
flexible. The ſolid ones are made of iron 
wire, or of a ſtring of very fine braſs wire, 
filver, or whale bone; to the extremities of 
which, ſeveral ſmall rings are attached, ſo that 
they may preſent themſelves on all ſides to 
the ſurface of the gullet: theſe rings may be 
rmed alſo of twiſted thread waxed, and are 
intended to entangle pins, or other {mall bodies, 
by turning them about from right to left, be- 
fore extraction. A loop made on the chord 
at the end of a whip, and dipped in oil, has 
been ſucceſsfully employed in extracting a large

When theſe methods prove ineffectual, the
